BEEN ENFORCED.

The nolice department of the city

under Chief Hutchins, is entitled to

a great deal of credit for the manrer
in which it handled the situation dur-

ing the crisis through which the city

has just passed.
As is usual in such cases, the day

after the explosion, the city became

infested with a gang of hoboes ana

other undesirables who thought to

get away with something. With very

few exceptions, every one of thse
were inside the city jail before they

had been in town an hour and after
working out a stiff fine on the city

streets, were escorted to the ci'.y

limits and told to hit the trail, and

not return, under pain of greater

punishment. The result was that ery

few depredations were committal.
Three individuals started to collect

other people's valuables at the union

depot, but two, who are accused ot

being implicated, are now In the
county jail, where they will be given

an opportunity of proving their inno-

cence as soon as the county attorney

can arrange for a preliminary hearins.
The men deputized as special police

were alert and kept all suspects away

from the demolished buildings. Only

one case where goods were stolen was

reported to the officers, and the sus-

pect Is likewise behind the bars.
The expense attached to all this

extra labor has kept the chief hus-

tling to pay off the men with the po-

lice fund available, and it is doubtful

if he will be able to do so, without

outside help.

No reason for I'earsoll's presence
in the rectory could be given by bis
parents. The family lives several
blocks from the llolley home.

HIRE IN
HAS INTERESTS

IN OREGON

MADE ONE FORTUNE OUT OF OIL
AND MAY MAKE ANOTHER
FROM NITRATE OF POTASH
STORY OF DISCOVERY.

C. K. Pykes, of the Coline and Cie
Gates companies, who has already
made a nice fortune out of the oil
fields of southern Oklahoma, has re-

cently made Investments in Oregon,
which may prove very profitable.

Near the town of Hums, in eastern
Oregon, Mr. Sykes has purchased sev-

eral mineral claims where nitrate of
potash has been discovered. Geolo-

gists who have gone over the deposits
there report that more than IO.OoO

acres are included in the mineral
belt, that It is the largest mineral
area in the United States. The Ar-

mours and the Guggenheims have pur-

chased interests, and Claude Sprec.k-els- ,

the San Francisco sugar kin,
has invested two million dollars In

the project.
For this mineral the world has

been looking chiefly to Germany, but
if the deposits prove to be what the
best Informed men believe, the world
will be looking to the United States
instead.

The deposits were found In rather
a novel way. Two boys herding
sheep In the early part of 1914 built
a fire to warm their feet. Some of
the nitrate was nearby and caught
fire. The boys were puzzled and re-

ported the Incident to their father.
The father Immediately reported it
to the government, and geologists
from Washington were sent to make
an investigation. All the reports are
favorable, and some big investments
have already been made.

Mr. Slkes sent frora here today
samples of the salts from his claim
to the government for an analysis.

PACKERS' CONVENTION PLEADS
RIGID INSPECTION OF MEATS

St. Ixmis, Oct. 11. A plea for more
rigid Inspection of meats and for fur-

ther with the depart
ment of agriculture, was mrde to the
delegates to the tenth annual con veil

tin ot the American Meat Packois'
association by its president, John J.
Folin, at the opening session here
today.

"Don't blame the department ef
for all your troubles. It is

doing a great work and doing It well"
said President Folin, "and It can be
your greatest help and best friend.
It cannot extend Its work without in-

creased appropriations. Help it to
obtain them by appeals to your con-

gressmen."
"Losses sustained by the farmers

through the foot and mouth disease,
the president said, had been compen-

sated, but the packers had be'jn
obliged to bear the full loss on dis-

eased cattle condemned at the plants
"This ts manifestly unfair,"

Mr. Folin, "as the packers' losses
were not sustained in the usual course
of business, but as the result of an
epidemic, and the animals were con-

demned for the public welfare. If

the farmer is paid for the loss of his
animals, the packer should be paid
also."

The speaker declared that the
packers Bhould join In a movement
which would result In the thorough
cleansing of every Insanitary farm to j

prevent the spread of epidemics.

OF BELGRADE

ELLS

London, Oct. 11. The Austro-Germa- n

forces, which have occupied Bel-

grade, are meeting with stubborn re-

sistance at the Serbian advanced de-

fenses, but have not yet come in con-

tact with the Main Serbian forces.
The Serbian campaign depends

greatly on how much help they get
from the allied troops. Dispatches
from the Balkans reflect on the cheer-
ful confidence in the ability of the al-

lies to ultimately check the German In-

vasion and successfully meet any at-

tack from the Bulgarian side. The
national danger, it is said, has united
Serbia.

The German war office announces
the attacks by the Austro-German- s in-

vading Serbia, which is proceeding to
the south of Belgrade. The crossing
of the Danube by the invading forces
has not yet been completed.

Belgrade Partially Destroyed
Paris, Oct. 11. Three quarters of

the city of Belgrade has been de-

stroyed by six thousand German shells
and the fighting continues, says an
Athens dispatch. Communication be-

tween Belgrade nad Nish has been
cut.

British Lose Heavily
London, Oct. 11. The British cas-

ualties reported since October 1, total
more than twenty-on- thousand. The
week-en- d casualty list of lives Is 2U0

officers and 4,!S00 men.

Bombardment in Champagne
Paris, Oct. 11. The only news of

the night, say the French officials this
morning, Is a fairly severe bombard-
ment in the Champagne district. The
French batteries replied effectively
elsewhere.

QUARANTINE AGAINST ILLINOIS.

Ferguson Places Quarantine Against
Cattle.

Austin, Tex., Oct. 11. Governor
Ferguson today issued a proclamation
placing a quarantine against the im-

portation of cattle from Illinoli to
Texas on account of the foot and
mouth disease in that state.
